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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant's observation that the rejection of the final office action was modified from that presented in the previous office action is correct. 
The rejections were modified to account for Applicant's amendments to the original claims and newly added claims. 

With respect Applicant's argument that Hieber does not meet the limitations of the claim because contacts 2-6 are not part of the 
temperature sensor element, Examiner disagrees. These contacts cooperate with the thermometers to sense the temperature of a 
substrate. Therefore, they too are a part of the multi-part temperature sensing element of the disclosed prior art invention. 

With respect to Applicant's arguments regarding the reliance upon Imahashi in the office action as disclosing a cooling system, as 
described in the office action, Imahahshi discloses a cooling system that would necessarily cool not only a substrate (as explicitly 
intended) but also it's surrounding structures, which in the case of Hieber are all attached to a substrate table. Contrary to Applicant's 
position, this position does not lack support, nor is it incorrect, nor is it based on mpermissible hindsight. One of ordinary skill in the art 
would realize without insulation between the structures of the table they would all be subjected to the cooling effects of a cooling system 
intended for the substrate and substrate table. 
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
